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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-1 2, 14-34, and 36-60, drawn to a selected wavelength tuning apparatus, 
classified in class 398, subclass 83. 

II. Claims 13 and 35, drawn to an acoustic optical tunable filter, classified in class 
359, subclass 308. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the subcombination is merely a part in the overall selected wavelength tuning 
apparatus. The subcombination has separate utility such as modulation of signals or simply 
separation of signals without adjustment. In other words, claims 13 and 35 are directed solely to 
the AOTF and its inner workings while the balance of the claims recite the use of an AOTF 
along with other parts which work together in a system to select particular wavelengths. Claims 
directed to the system including the AOTF are distinct from the claims directly solely to the 
AOTF and its inner workings. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1. 17(i). 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 3/4/05 with respect to the election of species and the claims 
indicated by the examiner to read on the elected species have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The non- final rejection of claims 1, 4, 23, 26, 48, and 53 has been withdrawn. 
Furthermore, after close review of the claims, the examiner has concluded that claims 1-12, 14- 
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34, and 36-60 are close enough in subject matter to examine as a single invention, and will do so 
upon restriction to a single invention from those listed above. As noted above, the examiner has 
concluded that claims 13 and 35 are directly solely to the AOTF and represent a subcombination 
of the overall combination which is patentably distinct. 

The examiner would also like to recommend that the applicant consider amending claims 
5-6 and 27-28 since they raise question as to whether they meet written description requirements 
required by section 1 12 first paragraph. These claims recite that the "radio frequency signal 
controlling means" and not the system as whole includes a reference signal adding means. 
However, neither the specification of the drawings supports these limitations.
